PLAN TO MOTORZE 
FRE DEPARTMENT 


Cost May Be Met by Econ- 
omies Resulting From 
More Efficient Gasoline 
Equipment — Chief Cody 
Urges Project. 


Plans for the complete motorization 
of Atlanta's fire department at a cost 
which would be met by the money saved 
by the economies resulting from the 
more efficient gasoline equipment have 
received the enthusiastic indorsement 
of Fire Chief W. B. Cody, who declares 
that Atlanta is lagging far behind oth- 
er southern cities in providing for its 
department. 

In a letter to Edgar Dunlap, chair- 
man of the board of firemasters, the 
American LaFrance Fire Engine com- 
pany, one of the foremost of manu- 
facturers of fire fighting equipment, 
has offered to lease to the city for six 
years fourteen pieces of motor-driven 
equipment for $25,934.40 per annum, the 
property to belong to the city after the 
sixth payment. The company points 
out that the new equipment would dis- 
pense with the services of 27 men, if 
it were thought best—a saving of about 
$27,000 in salaries alone. 

What Cedy Says. 

“Atlanta has only equipment enough 
for a city of half its population,” said 
Chief Cody last night, “and the depart- 
mént is necessarily slowing up. Chat- 
tanooga and Macon have completely 
motorized their departments and all 
other big southern cities are ahead of 
Atianta in this work. 

“If the plan now proposed had been 
put in effect last year I am convinced 
that the recent conflagration would 
have been stopped at Edgewood ave- 
nue. As it was, horse-drawn equip- 
ment, which had been sent to fires 
in other sections of the city, could 
not be brought to the vital point soon 
enough to head off the flames. Many 
of our horses have reached the end of 
their usefulness and no horse which 
had dragged heavy equipment to a 
fire in one section of the city is able

RAID ENGLISHT 


2 RAIDERS DROPPED 


Reports Show That Two 
Persons Were Killed and 
29 Injured in the Bombard- 
ed Districts. 


BRITONS CHEER THE FALL | 


OF THE GERMAN AIRSHIPS 


One of the Raiders Dropped 

Into the Sea— Warning 
Was Given of Coming of 
Raiders and People Took 
to Shelter. 


London, June 6.—Sixteen German air- 
planes came over the North sea this 
evening and dropped many bombs on 
the small towns and villages in HWsasex 
and Kent. Only fourteen of them re- 
turned to their home base, for two were 
brought’down by British guns. 

So far, as late reports show, only 
two persons were killed and 29 injured 
in the bombarded dietricts. The raid- 
ers met with a lively reception, extra 
precautions having been taken by the 
British authorities after the recent very 
serious raid on the southeast coast of 
England, in which 250 persons were 
killed or wounded. The Germans were 
attacked by British aviators before they 
had opportunity to carry out their 
raiding intentions to any great extent, 
and the British anti-aircraft guns were 
very effective. 

The Official Repert. 

The official statement says: 

“An airplane raid this evening was 
carried out by a squadron of about six- 


teen airplanes. They ¢rossed the Be- 


sex coast at about 6:15 and dropped} 
some bombs in the country and on 


small ‘towns in Desen, and then pe- 


ceeded to attack the naval establish- 
ménts in Medway. 
ber of bombs were dropped and a cer- 
tain amount of damage wae done to 
house property, but the damage done 
naval and military establishments was 
practically negligible. 

‘The raiding airplanes were engaged 
by gunfire and pursued by aircraft. 
After having lost two machines, they 
made off seawards. 

“The casualties eo far reported are 
two killed, two dangerously wounded 
and twenty-seven wounded.” 

According to a local report, the pilot 
and observer of one of the air raiders 
brought down were rescued at sea and 
made prisoner. 

Warnings were sounded at some 
places prior to the raid, and most of the 
people took to shelter. The small num- 
ber of casualties is attributed to this 
precaution. 

Weather Favered Raiders. 

Persons arriving in London from the 
raided area state that ample warning 
of the approach of the raiders was 
given and that British airmen were pa- 
trolling before the enemy reached the 
coast. The weather favored the in- 
vaders, who, flying at a great height, 
tried to penetrate inland under the 
cover of small cloud banks. They were 
quickly located and engaged by air- 
planes and land batteries whose de- 
fense was so effective that they pene- 


trated only a few miles inland and 
after dropping bombs speeded away. 
An eye-witness says that at one of 
the raided places thé people were en- 
tertaining wounded soldiers on trips

Thunder of British Guns 
Increases in Volume Day 
by Day, While Trench 
Raids Multiply in Number. 


New Tork. June 5.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—The British and Germans near 
Wytschaete in Belgium are still en- 
gaged in a violent artillery duel, which 
probably is the forerunner of a great 
infantry action at an early date. Al- 
ready, according to Berlin, the British- 
after having hurled great quantities 
of stee] against the German defenses, 
advanced to see the result of the work 
of their guns, but were forced by the 
German fire to return to their posi- 
tions, whereupon the rain of British 
shells was again resumed. Wytschaete 
is about five miles south of Ypres. 

From this point as far south as Vimy 
ridge, thirty miles away, the guns are 
roaring day and night, apparently indi- 
cating that General Haig has chosen 
this wide sector for his next big blow. 
General Maurice, director general of 
military operations, predicted some 
weeks ago that the next British offen- 
sive would be on a vaster scale than 
any which preceded it.

ATTEMPT 10 WRECK 
GEN. WOOD'S TRAIN 


Piece of Timber on Track 
Near Chattanooga—Ob- 
struction Causes Train to 
Be Delayed 40 Minutes. 


Birmingham, Ala., June §.—It was 
learned here today that an attempt 
was made to wreck the Alabama Great 
Southern train which bore General 
Leonard Wood from Chattanooga to 
Birmingham last night. Passengers on 
fhe train confirmed a report that a 
large log was lying alongside of the 
rack and was picked up by the brake- 
beam of the baggage car and became 
entangled under the car, causing a 
delay of forty minutes. 

The log was placed on the track on 
a high embankment, it was said. 

The train, which wae due to ar- 
rive in Birmingham at 10:15 p. m., 
did not reach the city until after mid- 
night. Officers accompanying General 
Wood declined to comment on the af- 
fair, but passengers on the train con- 
firmed the report. 


Chattanooga, June 5.—The railroad 
officials here are investigating the re- 
port that an attempt was made to 
wreck the train on which General 
Leonard Wood left Chattanooga Mon- 
day, when a piece of timber was found 
across the track in front of the train. 

The obstruction was a piece of saw- 
ed lumber, 12 by 12 inches, and four 
feet long, and officials believe it fell 
from a northbound freight train.

A GOOD EXAMPLE. 


In getting together on a competition- 
elimination, country-aid basis upon which to 
conduct their affairs during the war, the 
southeastern railroads have set not only a 
fine example for the carriers of all sections 
of the nation, but for American business con- 
cerns and industrial enterprises generally. 

Such a meeting as that of representative 
officials of the railroads serving this terri- 
tory, just held in Atlanta, proves that, what- 
ever has been or might be said about them, 
the transportation lines of the country, when 
fairly put to the test, with their personal in- 
terests pitted in the balance of nationgl wel- 
fare, are to be relied upon as being true blue 
to the principle of “America first!“ 

The discussion at this meeting brought 
out the fact that it is idle for the rail lines 
of the country to even hope to attain during 
the period of the war additional rolling stock 
and necessary equipment to maintain their 
present standard of public service, freight 
and passenger, and at the same time meet 
the extraordinary demands to be made upon 
them by the government for the speedy 
transportation of troops, war supplies, etc., 
in which class of business there is a mini- 
mum of profit. 

Therefore “America first“ was adopted 
as the guiding slogan; and whatever cur- 
tailing is necessitated is to be in Uncle 
Sam’s favor, which must entail a decided 
sacrifice of highly profitable business by the 
roads. 

For instance, the conferees resolved to 
eliminate “luxuries” in passenger transpor- 
tation, under which head comes the observa- 
tion car and the excursion train, in order to 
release the maximum of cars and equipment 
for necessary service. They favor elimina- 
tion of all but absolutely necessary, train 
eervice—freight as well as passenger. 
Freight departments are to impress upon 
shippers and consignees the necessity of 
loading cars to capacity before releasing 
them for transportation, statistics showing 
that at the present time there is only 43 per 
cent efficiency in loading, which leaves 57 per 
cent of freight carrying capacity of Ameri- 
can freight cars a total waste. This reform 
alone can, therefore, be made to more than 
double the freight-carrying efficiency of the 
roads. 

The officials by resolution pledged their 
lines to put thought of gain in the back- 
ground during the war period, and, “stirred 
by a high sense of their opportunity to be of 
‘the greatest service to their country in the 
present national] crisis,” that, during the war, 
they will “co-ordinate their operations in a 
continual railway system, merging during 
such period all their merely individual and 
competitive activities in the effort to produce 
a maximum of national transportation effi- 
ciency.” 

They realize that the carrying out of this 
policy will in a measure curtail the pleas 
of the traveling public, and they call a 
the people to co-operate with them in a spirit 
of patriotic forbearance.

USE BOTH WOOD AND STEEL. 


A happy end could be put to the discus- 
sion current throughout the country as to 
the character of material to be employed by 
the federal government in its intensive ship- 
building campaign if the shipping board and 
General Goethals would get together on the 
broad policy of building as rapidly as pos- 
sible of both wood and steel. 

The board’s original plan was to rush 
completion of a large number of wooden 


ships; but General Goethals, soon after ac- 
cepting leadership of the work, discounte- 
nanced the idea in favor of steel construc- 
tion, stressing the alleged infeasibility of 
trying to launch any considerable number of 
ships in the time specified, as the ships must 
be built of timber still standing in the forest. 

Goethals’ view is given hearty backing 
by the press and interests of the east and 
northeast, revealing a suggestion of self- 
interest, because steel ship construction 
upon such an extensive scale as that con- 
templated would, o? course, mean much to 
those sections. 

But why not build both of steel and of 
wood? 

Surely there is no danger of W 
it. There is urgent demand for every form 
and class of ship that can be put into the 
water; and why limit the construction of 
them to either wood or steel? 

In a communication to The Constitution 
J. E. Lambright, vice president of the Amert- 
can Shipbuilding company, Brunswick, Ga., 
makes a strong argument for the wooden 
ship, in which he says: 


If the shipping board decides to con- 
etruct wooden vessels, of course the bulk 
of this construction will be done at ports 
on the south Atlantic and gulf coasts, 
and will create a business that will be 
felt directly and indirectly by practically 
everyone in the southern states, and 
would undoubtedly be an attractive busi- 
ness for the southern timber belt. These 
vessels can be built in the south at a 
much lower cost than the steel vessels 
can be built in the east, and the vessels 
can be operated just as economically as 
steel, both as to the actual operating ex- 
penses and insurance charges. It is now 
evident that the government will need all 
the vessels that it can get, in the short- 
est period of time, and the construction 
of these wooden véssels in the south will 
go a long way toward overcoming the 
present tonnage shortage. 


This is a common-sense view of the 
matter. 

In the building of ocean carriers of wood 
the energies of ths entire south Atlantic and 
gulf states and of the entire Pacific coastal 
region could be thrown into the industry and 
tremendous progress could be made. 

A policy of limiting the government’s 
shipbuilding activities to steel would on the 
very face of it be a short-sighted one and 
not productive of the general result sought, 
in which time is an important element. 

There is need for every ship that can be 
built, both of wood and of steel. Then, why 
not keep all of the shipyards of the country 
going, turning out craft of both materials?

HEALTH TALKS

HE LAUGHED AT ME. 


For several years the best brains of the 
medical profession, co-operating with the 
great body of social workers in the spirit 
of the times, have been striving to teach 
the layman one vital principle of efficiency 
namely. the value of visiting a physician at 
least once a year for a sort of general in- 
spection. In other words, the layman has 
been urged to give the human machine at 
least as much skilled attention as he gives his 
automobile or his storage batteries. The 
idea is to recognize and correct minor 
troubles before they become major faults. 

Unfortunately there are still plenty of 
incompetents in all professions and all trades. 

A few generations ago it was quite the 
thing for the overworked and undereducated 
physician to ridicule slight ailments. In the 
first place, he was altogether too busy for the 
health of his clientele; and in the second 


§ Place he had to do a lot of bluffing in order 
to conceal his appalling ignorance, 
time doctor lacked the skill which is neces- 


The old- 


sary to detect slight deteriora tions of func- 
tion or tissue. He lacked instruments of 
precision. He lacked the necessary time to 
study the individual patient. Therefore he 
laughed. 

A laugh is a great tonic. But a tonic 
isn’t what the intelligent patient wants, A 
laugh is all right in the right place. If the 
doctor can laugh with his client, he is a good 
doctor. If he laughs at his client he is simply 
trying to conceal his own ignorance, 

There is some truth in the idea that cer- 
tain individuals imagine things and that 
some semi-invalids exaggerate the importance 
of insignificant sensations, To laugh at these 
unfortunates is no longer a doctor’s func- 
tion; it was good form back in the prehistoric 
age of Medicine. : 

Generally the doctor who laughs at a client 
is a swivel-chair diagnostician. He divines 
more than he knows. If he would take off 
his coat, roll up his sleeves, tuck his whis- 
kers in his vest pocket out of the way, and 
eo to work, he might discover that there 
are lots of troubles a patient may have even 
when the bowels are regular, the tongue 
clean, the appetite hearty, the pulse normal 
and the sleep sound, 

A doctor who laughs at a client is as 
obsolete today as the doctor who used to get 
drunk and cuss his simple-minded clientele 
in the halcyon times when ignorant folk 
liked that sort of thing.

Some Gospel Truths About 
Road Conditions in Georgia 


Editor Constitution: I, like thousands of 
traveling men, do my traveling in a Ford, 
and, while I am no shark on the bulldint of 
roads, I can look at one and pretty nearly 
tell how it will travel in wet weather. 

The rogds of Georgia are not winter roads. 
With but few exceptions, the rainy season 
turns them into mudholes. When the wet 
weather comes the roads soften up and the 
mudholes develop, and when they dry out in 
the apring they are full of deep ruts and 
ridges. Then the springtime roadworking 
starts in, and they drag them and work 
them and in six or eight weeks have a good 


dirt road that will last during the summer. 


and until winter rains. 

Start from here to Macon during the win- 
ter, especially in a rainy time, and see how 
nice the going is below Griffin; or go down 
the Georgia road and see how far you can 
get beyond Covington, if you get that far; 
go from here to Chattanooga, and see how 
the riding is from Acworth to Dalton. Go 
from here to Athens, Elberton and Hartwell. 
When you hit the good hard roads of Clark 
county the relief you will experience will be 
worth the trip and you will call down bless- 
ings on the man who built the road, likewise 
you will invoke the power of “de debil” to 
help you properly express your opinion of the 
Madison county roads—after you get in El- 
bert county you can get through all right. 
Down as far as Hoganeville, Ga. on the A. 
& W. P., the roads are good, but beyond 
Don't, however, start out on such a trip un- 
less you are equipped as the traveler should 
be—good chains, or possibly mud hooks, a 
good stout rope, a shovel and a good strong 
negro, You will need them. 

North Georgia should have the finest roads 
for winter or summer in the state, or the 
south. Bach county has tons and tons of 
good rock that the county could have for the 
asking, and a rock crusher ig not a large in- 
vestment; they have the labor. Each traveler 
who covers his territory in = car spends two 
dollars for every dollar he spends when 
traveling on the trains, and he spends it in 
the county. Good roads that will keep him 
traveling every day in the year would be a 
good investment, 

Good roads would bring through the state 
hundreds of tourists who go south in the 
winter, but who turn back after crossing 
Tennessee, or who ship their cars by rail to 
avoid the roads of Georgia. 

If every road commissioner in the state 
could be made to ride over the roads of his 
county during January in wet weather and 
then go over the roads of Clark county or 
the roads around Chattanooge during the 
same weather, we would have a revival of 
good substantial road-building that would 
do more to bring money to the state and the 
towns than any other one thing. The winter 
time is when the farmer needs good rogds. 
His crop is laid by, but the roads keep him 
at home, and his family, too, and make ‘his 
life unattractive and dull. 

I notice that the highway from Rome to 
Chattanooga is being made a hard road, that 
next winter will surely take the travel from 
Chattanooga to Atlanta over that route in 
preference to the route via Dalton, Calhoun 
and Cartersville. j 

Keep up the good work. Good roads and 
good schools will make Georgia, the most at- 
tractive state in the unfon, as we have the 
climate and the good folks already.
